McCreary honored tonight as 1989 ‘Citizen’ 


Celeste McCreary will be honored this evening, 
Thursday, Jan. 18, as Sierra Madre’s 1989 Citizen of 
the Year, an honor she will have during this entire 
year, replacing Harry Martin from a year ago. 

The dinner, which also includes Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce Installation of Officers, will 
be at Howard Johnson’s Plaza Hotel, Sierra Ball¬ 
room, 700 W. Huntington Dr., Monrovia with cock¬ 
tails at 6 p.m. and dinner at 7 p.m. 

“I’m so excited (about being “Citizen"). When 
1 was being nominated, I thought 1 had no chance. 
I’d say to myself, ‘Don’t get your hopes up. There 
are so many other people deserving.’ You know, the 
dinner is on my father’s birthday. He died Dec. 31, 
1966,” McCreary said. 

Who will be present for the dinner from her 
family? Her son, William H. Bains, daughter-in-law 
Robin and grandson, Joshua, all of Riverstde, an 
older sister from San Gabriel and a younger sister 
from Long Beach. 

Celeste McCreary, a California native who was 
born in Redondo Beach, moved to Sierra Madre with 
her parents in the spring of 1928 because her mother 
had tuberculosis. 

“At that time Sierra Madre was noted for its 
healthy climate for respiratory problems,” McCreary 
said. “We rented the Rice house on Highland and 


1 went to Sierra Madre Grammar School.” After 
her mother’s death in 1929 the family moved to 
South Pasadena. 

“The “Citizen” was a Rose Princess in the 
Toiirtiatnent before her tnarriage in 1938 to Hat on 
MacKellar (Bud) Bains and came as a bride to 
97 E. Highland Ave. (She lives in a cotido there 
now.) They had two sons: Harrisoti “Mac” Jr. 
and William M., both who were educated at Ascen¬ 
sion Parish Day School. 

Before her marriage she attended Pasadena 
Jutiior College where she majored in language “be¬ 
cause 1 wanted to be an opera singer.” McCreary 
has continued as a populai vocalist m Sierra Madre, 
having sung at many orgamzatioiiN and for weddings 
throughout the years. 

In 1957 she married Clarence “Noim" Morrison 
and moved to .Arcadia. Both weie \ , r\ active in 
Sierra Madre organizations. 

“.As a native Sierra Madrean, No i >4' very 
interested in the Historical Society anu i i ccaine 
their treasurer and finally was presideiii I'.an prs- 
79. 1 joined the .Auxiliary of the Sierra M ... Ho 
pital in the early '70s and was trcasurei '■ store 
becoming president in 1981.” 

She held that office for three yeais. Now she is 
treasurer of that group.

URM buildings revealed 


A list of 61 “Potentially Hazardous Sub¬ 
standard Buildings,” housing more than 70 Sierra 
Madre businesses and institutions, was made public 
as the Jan. 1 deadline for filing a Mitigation Plan 
for Unreinforced Masonry (URM) Buildings forced 
publication of the information. 

The city has declined to release the list prior 
to the deadline, and at a meeting of the property 
owners, tenants and seismic experts last July, 
one property owner asked that the list remain 
confidential because “businesses could lose some 
customers who are afraid of earthquakes.” 

The state mandate, however, required publica¬ 
tion as a matter of public health and safety. 

The list shows 42 different owners of the 61 
buildings and a report filed in December by 
Building Inspector Steve Pock stated that 31 of the 
building owners had neglected to answer the city’s 
request, sent some seven months ago. 

These buildings were included in the list and will 
remain until such time as proot that they do not 
pose an earthquake hazard may be provided. 

The city’s state-required Seismic Mitigation 
Program for Earthquake Hazard Reduction in Exist¬ 
ing Unreinforced Masonry Buildings within Sierra 
Madre City boundaries was filed by Pock on Dec. 
29, just ahead of the Jan. 1 deadline. 

On Dec. 12, the City Council had adopted 
the Mitigation Plan and an ordinance (No. 1059) 
adding three new sections to the city code, con¬ 
taining some 21 pages covering URM abatement 
procedures based on Los Angeles Municipal Code 
requirements and portions of the California Seismic 
Safety Commission Model Ordinance and Uniform 
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Ozone

The ordinance will go into effect on .Mar. 1, 
1990, and compliance i^ required within a maxi¬ 
mum of three years from that date. 

The ordinance docs not spell out the require¬ 
ments, adopting them by reference only. .Any reailers 
interested in obtainitig these should contact City Hall 
to ascertain how and where they may be secured. 

Of the 61 buildings on the list, five were des¬ 
troyed in the disast. 'its December downtown fire, 
leaving a total of 56 statuling, occupied buildings. 

Only three property owners have submitted 
structure rehabilitation plans to date and one URM j 
building was completely demolished and rebuilt. It 
was not included on the fitial list. 

The remainder were listed as occupied bv busi¬ 
nesses and institutions falling into eight different 
categories: retailers, oltices, restaurants, garages, 
religious, banks, markets and mixed use. 

They total more tlran 70 businesses and insti¬ 
tutions and all stand to be potentially affected hv 
mitigation measures which could range trom minor 
changes to major rehabilitation or even total destruc¬ 
tion and rebuilding. Extensive requirements could 
cause massive rehreation on the part ot the tenants.

Hillside development plans of the Lawson Mar¬ 
tins appeared likely to continue as one of the city’s 
most complex, confusing and controversial issues.

Percell files for 
Marston motion

The courtroom was cleared within minutes 
after the in-custody arrival of Jeffrey Stephen Percell 
as his pre-trial for the double homicide of his 
parents, .Alice and John Percell, continued last I ri- 
day, Jan. 12. 

The Percells were found in the home on l.iliano. 
Sierra Madre, killed by gunshot, on Nov. 16, 19S8. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, \!. police 
Dec. 13, 1988 and was extradited after a lengthy 
fight. He continues to be held without bail, 
pleading not guilty. 

The judge ordered the court cleared aftei Percell 
made it known that he was filing for a Marston 
Motion, a motion of lack of confidence in hi' 
public defetider, Mike Duffey. 

The case, which is currently in a pic-irial which 
has been continued since June 21, 1989. was nearing 
actual trial when Percell made the motion It the 
cour> decides in favor of the defendant Percell. a 
new public defender will need to be brought on ti' 
the case, possibly settitig the case as fai back as the 
beginning of the pre-trial process. 

Percell had requested the use of funds fiom hi' 
deceased parents estate for his defense. A trial court 
had ruled in a separate decision against die request, 
but the matter is still pending in probate cvuii. 

Private counsel, Barry Post, was seen b.ick in 
the courtroom, apparentiv still awaiting funds from 
the estate to be allocated m order to join ihc delensc 
in Duffey’s place. 

When court was finally called back to public 
session after a half-hour of delibeiation between 
Percell, Duffey and the court, the judge continued 
the matter of the Marston Motion until Feb. 2. The 
pre-trial is also now deadlocked until the motion is 
resolved. 

During the court’s delibeiatioiis. The Nows 
took the opportunity to question Deputy District 
Attortiey Elton Simms on the direction the case 
will be going from this point. 

“Duffey is a top-notch attorney,” Simms com 
mented. “1 cati’t say where it will go from here be 
cause it is out of my hands. This is a matter for 
the defense. I’m ready to go to trial at any time.” 

When questioned about the length ol the trial 
and whcti it would actually begin, Simms com¬ 
mented that it was entirely up to the defense when 
it got underway, but that it would most likely

cause more accidents 

In the short time it takes to enjoy 
a 10-minute coffee break, two people 
will die and 170 others will suffer dis¬ 
abling injuries from accidents of all 
kinds across the United States, according 
to statistics compiled by the National 
Safety Council. 

Each year, accidents take the lives 
of about 95,000 Americans. More than 
half of these fatalities — 49,000 — occur 
in motor vehicle crashes which, on the 
average, bring death to six people and 
cause disabling injuries to 210 others 
each hour of every day of the year — 
making our streets and highways the 
single most dangerous place to be from 
an accident standpoint. 

Close to 50 percent of all motor- 
vehicle crash fatalities are alcohol- 
related, notes Joseph M. Kaplan, presi¬ 
dent of the Greater Los Angeles Chap¬ 
ter National Safety Council. “That 
means that every 22 minutes someone 
in the nation dies in a traffic accident 
involving alcohol — a truly dreadful 
statistic.” 

The second most accident-prone 
area is the home, where 22,500 people 
die each year of accidental causes. Falls 
are the most frequent cause of acci¬ 
dental death in the home — killing 
6500 each year. The second most fre¬ 
quent cause in home accidents is poison¬ 
ing by solids and liquids — resulting 
in 4300 deaths, followed by fires and 
burns, which kill 4100 people in their 
homes annually.

Brett was flopped across the kitchen table with 
horrific stomach pains when 1 left for the church 
to run through our bell music for the candle¬ 
light service. Just before we were to play, one 
of the ringers got horribly sick — all over her 
mother who is also in the choir. It’s moments 
like that when you pray that the domino 
effect won’t take over! Of course, she was 

out of the lineup for our music, so 1 took 
over her two bells. It didn’t help that they 
were BIG bass buggers that weighed at least 
43 pounds each. By the time 1 finished 
directing and playing, 1 honestly thought I was 
dead. 

But “forge ahead’’ was the theme of 
Christmas Day. 1 got up early to get the two 
turkeys in the oven and pie made before 25 
guests descended on us for a potluck dinner. 
Had gotten to bed at 3 a.m., son with only a 
few hours of sleep, my mind was still pretty 
fuzzy when the toilet began to run over. The wire 
that held the float up had gotten hung up on 
the one that shoves the ball-like deal in the hole 
that stops the water from gushing into the 
bowl. 

.Xs 1 bent forward to get the cover off the 
tank, the front of my nightgown dipped in the 
waves that were lapping at my feet. 

Those same waves had also reached the legs 
of a pair of jeans that I’d tossed on a chair. 

.X throw rug did its best to soak up the sog, 
but alas, the water ran its merry way into the 
linen closet and saturated a sack of rags 
and old towels used to dry off the dog. 

(That all totaled four loads of wash that had to 
be done right then.) 

When 1 raced to the basement to get the 
Shop Vac to suck it all up, the water was 
trickling down from the ceiling above. Bingo, 
you’ve got it — another mess to clean up! 

By now 1 knew the worst was over. Silly 
me. (Daughter) Becky called from her 
apartment, screeching hysterically that her 
toilet had backed up. Could 1 come with the 
plunger? “Why, yes,” said 1. “I’ve recently 
hung out my plumbing shingle.” 

Not too much later it was a shock to realize 
that the guests were due soon and there wasn’t 
time for a quick bath, so I’d just have to get 
along w ith a change of clothes — from the 
skin out. 

After getting a clean bra out of the drawer, 
it dawned on me that ths sofa bolsters were 
still taking up valuable space that 25 people 
needed to perch on, so 1 grabbed them and 
stuffed them into my closet. 

.At that moment a frantic search was 
launched. Somehow the clean bra had vanished. 
Racing from room to room, 1 looked every¬ 
where — to no avail. 1 was finally trapped 
in my bathroom when the first guests arrived. 
Yup, you guessed it — no robe, nothing. Just 
a very bare covering. 

1 yelled out for them to wait in the kitchen 
while 1 made an almost Godiva-like dash to the 
bedroom. Fortunately, the dinner was great, 
the guests were delightful, and we all had a 
good time. 

.A P.S. should be added, however. 1 finished 
washing the last tablecloth and putting away 
the last chair at 1:15a.m. Stumbling to the clo¬ 
set (falling over the bolsters!), to hang up 
my clothes, 1 found the lost unmentionable. 

It had been Hung with reckless abandon and 
was festooning my mother’s antique China head 
doll that was sitting on a bedroom chair 
beside the closet door. 

Every one of the guests had been in the 
bedroom to put his coat on the bed — and not 
one has yet commented on my strange decora¬ 
tion!

Kiwanis Clubs celebrates 75th year 


Kiwanis clubs have something to 
crow about during the week of Jan. 
15-21. “Something to Crow About” 
was the theme for the Kiwanis 75th an¬ 
niversary float in the recent Toura- 
ment of Roses Parade. 

Kiwanians are not only marking the 
community service organization’s third 
quarter of a century, they are also cele¬ 
brating another year of record member¬ 
ship growth and the completion of al¬ 
most 130,000 community service pro¬ 
jects. 

Kiwanis membership topped 315,000 
in 1989, the largest membership in the 
organization’s history. The number of 
clubs grew to 8500 in 74 nations around 
the world. These clubs sponsored a total 
of 127,000 service projects, another 
record. 

“During the year, Kiwanis clubs raised 
and spent $65 million for service acti¬ 
vities,” sais Noris .Lusche, Kiwanian, 
“and our members contributed to more 
than 22 million volunteer hours of their 
own time and talents to service projects. 
Our motto is ‘We Build,’ and Kiwanians 
are living up to that motto as never 
before.” 

Until recently, Kiwanis fellowship 
was entirely masculine. But women are 
now also playing a growing role in Ki¬ 
wanis. Since the formerly all-male ser¬ 
vice club opened membership to women 
in 1987, thousands of business and pro¬ 
fessional women have joined the Ki¬ 
wanis ranks. 

Retirees are also playing a signifi¬ 
cant role. Men and women are now en¬ 
joying many years of active life after 
retirement. “Kiwanis provides a mean¬ 
ingful way for retirees to stay active in 
the community, enjoy fellowship, and 


make a contribution to others,” says 
Lusche. About 20 percent of all Kiwanis 
members are retirees, and many belong 
to special “Golden K” Kiwanis clubs 
that are composed entirely of seniors. 

The $65 million raised by Kiwanis 
clubs came from an enormous variety 
of fund-raising projects, including pan¬ 
cake breakfasts and Peanut Day sales, 
entertainment events, golf tournaments 
and other recreational events, auctions, 
and sales of everything from fruitcakes 
to bird seed. 

The 127,000 Kiwanis service pro¬ 
jects included new parks and play¬ 
grounds, special equipment for schools, 
hospitals, and fire departments, sum¬ 
mer camp programs for handicapped 
or disadvantaged children, drug abuse 
education, food banks, and myriad 
other initiatives. 

Service to children and youth is a 
primary Kiwanis objective. But Kiwanis 
also gets young people involved in ser¬ 
vice and leadership development by 
sponsoring clubs for college, high 
school and junior high students. Circle 
K International has 10,000 members 
on 600 college campuses. Key Club In¬ 
ternational has 128,000 members in 
3800 high schools. Builders Club have 
been organized in 550 junior high and 
middle schools. 

Any community need can become 
a Kiwanis service project. “It is up to 
the local club to decide what 
needs to be done,” says Lusche. “Then 
the club raises the needed funds and 
provides the volunteer manpower to 
accomplish the goal. That’s what Kiw- 
wanis is all about — people enjoying 
fellowship while devoting some of their 
time and expertise to building better 
communities through voluntary action.”

Successful niche marketing (capturing a 
major portion of the retail purchases made 
by a specific consumer group or from within a 
finite marketplace) requires a competitive mix 
of retail goods. That’s not all, but that’s 
basic. Economics Research Associates (ERA) 
has suggested Sierra Madre’s most logical suc¬ 
cess downtown will result from an organized 
niche marketing program. I find no substan¬ 
tial reason to take issue with the ERA findings. 

Regardless of how that niche is defined, 
one objective for our downtown will be to 
broaden the mix (number and type) of retail¬ 
ers. In theory, as the mix improves, downtown’s 
share of retail sales increases. As retail sales 
increase, our ability to increase or strengthen 
the retail mix gets better. ,\nd so on and 
so on. 

Everyone is nodding their heads in agreement 
at this point. But I do see a bewildered look 
on a few faces out there. You must be asking 
one of the key questions and not finding a satis¬ 
factory answer. Your question goes something 
like; “Okay, suppose we’ve identified this list 
of new retailers we want downtown. Suppose 
we even have a plan for contacting them and 
getting them to consider putting a shop in 
downtown Sierra Madre. Pardon my asking, but

just exactly where are you going to physically 
locate these new retailers?’’ Am I right? 
Was that your question? It’s a good one. 

Most people agree, privately if not pub¬ 
licly, there is usually more than one acceptable 
answer to any given question. The trick is to 
get the community players into a receptive 
mood to at least listen and discuss options 
before closing their minds and creating projects. 

For instance. Many of you expect me to 
say something like, “We don’t have vacant 
buildings nor vacant land on which to build 
and that’s a major problem.” For the moment, 
disregard that statement, it may or may not 
be true. Consider the facts. 

The ERA reports says, “The current col¬ 
lection of commercial and civic purpose uses 
draws consistent repeat visitation traffic from 
the residents of the city who are the primary 
customers for the goods, services and civic and 
institutional meetings which occur in the core 
area. A fundamental revitalization policy for 
the city will undoubtedly be the retention and 
enhancement of the mix of uses already in 
place.” 

Suppose one or more existing Main Street 
businesses saw the profitability of diversifying 
their merchandise line, of adding a new line of 
merchandise not currently available in down¬ 
town. Without adding one square foot of new 
space, without displacing one existing business 
downtown could be on its way to improving 
and strengthening the retail mix. New reasons 
for shoppers to visit downtown would exist. 
New dollars, previously spent in Arcadia, Pasa¬ 
dena or elsewhere could begin to flow into 
Sierra Madre. It’s a simple concept. Imple¬ 
mentation requires some interested business 
people, some professional assistance, a desire 
to increase profits and lots of positive support.

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Conservancy offers protection, funding 


In the midst of all the controversy and con¬ 
fusion regarding lapsed moratoriums, subdivision 
applications and property owner opposition to pro¬ 
tective ordinances threatening preservation of Sierra 
Madre’s hillsides, one hopeful ray of light has ap¬ 
peared to pierce the atmosphere of doom and 
gloom — the Sierra Madre Mountain Conservancy. 

In Part I, we reported that the group, now a 
separate incorporated entity, is actively engaged in 
pursuing several promising leads for needed funding 
with which to purchase hillside lands for protection 
in perpetuity. 

As described in Part I, the first is a potential for 
state funding through expansion of the Santa Monica 
Conservancy boundaries to include Sierra Madre. 

Herb Stroh, member of the Sierra Madre Con¬ 
servancy, reports that a hearing has been set for 
Friday, Feb. I, at 7 p.m., in the Senior Citizen 
Center and any interested groups or individual 
citizens are cordially invited to speak, either for or 
against. 

The second opportunity for funding which the 
Sierra Madre Conservancy is pursuing is a potential 
$750 million Los Angeles County Beaches, Wild¬ 
life & Parkland Conservation Bond Act which, if 
approved by the County Board of Supervisors, will 
be placed on the November ballot. 

The Sierra Madre Conservancy has submitted 
an application for consideration as one of the bond’s 
listed “specific projects,” which would qualify Sierra 
Madre for funds above and beyond those appor¬ 
tioned to all the cities in the county on a per capita 
basis that would amount to only about $175,000 for 
Sierra Madre. 

Area must support wild life, open spaces 

The criteria for selection as a specific project 
is that the area be able to support wildlife, open 
spaces, parks and public access or, as Taylor said, 
be “available for the public to enjoy.” Presumably 
“enjoyment” could qualify an offering in untram¬ 
meled scenic backdrop, even without public access 
which the steepness of some hillside areas would 
preclude if maintained in a pristine condition. 

The Conservancy has not yet set a final amount 
for the request on inclusion in the county bond issue, 
since comparisons of land values, etc. are a neces¬ 
sary prerequisite. 

Another prerequisite is being able to show that 
the proposal is non-controversial and to do that, 
Taylor said, the hillside property owners must first 
be approached to assure that they would not oppose 
proposals of purchase at fair market value. 

This is one of the next steps which the Con¬ 
servancy board will undertake. 

Conservancy would purchase land 

The Conservancy, unlike the proposed hillside 
ordinance which property owners claim would un¬ 


fairly take their land without recompense, would 
offer to purchase the undeveloped tracts at ap¬ 
praised fair market price. 

That could take a goodly sum of money: one 
property owner claimed his slightly over 100 acres 
was worth some $11 million, and another had 11 
acres for sale at $1.2 million. 

The Sierra Madre Conservancy, according to 
Conservancy Board member Caroline Brown, pro¬ 
bably would not attempt to purchase all of the un¬ 
developed properties, but — at least initially — offer 
to purchase those least disturbed and most removed 
from current development (probably the topmost 40- 
acre quarter sections). 

“We are not talking about forcing anyone 
to sell, or taking the land without fair compensa¬ 
tion,” Taylor said. “Hopefully, that will make all 
the difference.” 

A third prerequisite for acceptance on the county 
bond act’s “specific projects” is obtaining City 
Council approval to turn the funds — which would 
be allocated to the city — over to the Conser¬ 
vancy and this will hopefully be ready for request, 
Taylor said, within the next several months. 


Options about city-owned land to be explored 

When asked about the city-owned properties 
within the undeveloped hillside area, which includes 
close to 1100 acres declared as Wilderness Area and 
an additional 75 acres in a number of parcels inter¬ 
spersed with privately owned properties, Taylor said 
several options are being explored. 

The city could opt to retain ownership, with an 
agreement not to sell; could turn the lands over to 
the Conservancy, reserving conservation easements 
and water rights; or could sell to the Forest 
Service, again reserving conservation and water 
rights. 

As it currently stands, the Wilderness Area could 
be abolished, possibly by simple adoption of a 
nullifying ordinance or, at the most, by a vote of 
the electorate. The remainder of the city-owned 
land could, at City Council order, be disposed of 
as the city might see fit. 

Only ownership by a land trust or conser¬ 
vancy would protect the land in perpetuity. 

Regarding lands owned in the hillside area by 
the Los Angeles County Flood Control, Taylor stated 
that the Conservancy has taken for granted that these 



properties would never be put up for sale and were 
unaware that the Flood Control had, several years 
in the past, placed a portion of its property sur¬ 
rounding the Auburn Flood Control Basin on the 
market and had withdrawn only in the face of 
concerted opposition and presentation of facts 
which rendered it unfit as a building site. 

Flood Control owns 25 acres 

The Flood Control owns some 25 acres of land 
in the area of Conservancy concern, but have not 
as yet been contacted by the group regarding any 
plans it might have for its lands in the future. 

The News will announce the time and place of 
the public hearing on the expansion of the Santa 
Monica Mountain Conservancy for interested read¬ 
ers. 

A number of groups are expected to attend, in¬ 
cluding Glendora Pride, Sierra Madre Search & Res¬ 
cue and other preservationist groups, and Taylor 
stressed that both pro and con testimony will be 
included. 

Representatives connected with the proposed 
Los Angeles County Bond Act will also be in atten¬ 
dance.

from Mark Steres, attorney for the Lawson Martins, 
stating that the Hillside Development Moratorium 
had expired, led to the confirmation of the lapse 
by the city attorney that “stunned” the entire 
community. 

At the subsequent Jan. 4 and Jan. 9 meetings 
the City Council adopted the Planning Commission’s 
initial recommendations for an exceedingly restrictive 
ordinance (No. 1054), which had progressed through 
all the necessary procedures prerequisite for adop¬ 
tion, in an attempt to hastily fill the gap. 

I'hey also added, by first reading. Ordinance 
1062, which contains subsequent amendments, 
leaving the lower third of the hillside area at its 
current one house per 15,000 square feet instead of 
the one house per five, 10 and and 20 acres 
specified in No. 1054. 

In a statement to The News, Steres stated, 
“W e believe that the Dec. 12 map (10-lot application) 
is subject to the laws which were in effect on Dec. 
12 and not to the subsequently adopted ordinance. 
We believe the city rejected the filing fees wrong¬ 
fully, based on the assumption that the morator¬ 
ium was still in place, and should have accepted 
the application then.” 

City Attorney Martin stated, “He (Steres) is 
wrong. The law specifically states that the old or¬ 
dinance (which had R-1-15,000 zoning) applies only 
if the city has approved the tentative map.” 

He noted that the city not only has not approved 
the tentative map, they did not even accept the 
application which would have then started the 
lengthy and involved procedures which must be 
completed before a tentative map could be con¬ 
sidered for approval. 

“The Martins’ action on Dec. 29 was an attempt 
to submit an application, which was not accepted 
by the city.” Even had the city accepted it, he 
said, it would have been a long way from the re¬ 
quired approval stipulated by law in order to quali¬ 
fy under the old ordinance. 

Under the newly adopted Ordinance 1054, and 
its successor No 1062, a portion of the Martins’ 


11-acre parcel would fall into the one house per 40 
acre zoning and the rest into the one house per 
20 acre zone instead of the one house per 15,000 
square feet allowed under the old ordinance which 
the Martins’ attorney is claiming should apply. 

City Adminstrator Jim McRea agreed with the 
city attorney, adding that the application had been 
filed as a “Vesting Subdivision Map,” for which 
the city code had no provision, and, in addition, 
contained insufficient information on which the 
city could proceed. 

On Jan. 9, following adoption of 1054 and 1062, 
the council added the adoption of the “Vesting 
Ordinance,” which added considerably to the already 
abundant confusion in the council chambers. How¬ 
ever, the adoption was required by state law fol¬ 
lowing the request for one, but it had not been in 
place on Dec. 29, nor been subject to adoption 
prior to any request, according to McRea. 

Both City Attorney Martin and McRea take the 
stand that whether or not the moratorium was in 
effect is not at issue, since the application was not 
rejected on that basis, and thus the ordinance that 
was adopted and in the proeess of adoption will 
apply to the Lawson Martins’ 10-lot request at the 
time of its possible eventual approval. 

Given such diametrically oppo.sed stands, the 
matter appears to be headed toward more contro¬ 
versy, if not confusion, along with the two hillside 
ordinances and further modifications pending be¬ 
yond that. 

To date, restrictions which have pleased pic- 
servationists have upset property owners and changes 
aimed at less restrictive zoning have outraged the 
anti-development groups. 

A proposed meeting between property owners 
and preservationists may help to overcome at least 
some of the extreme differences regarding the regu¬ 
lations for the hillsides as a whole, but the 10-lot 
Martin subdivision does not, at this point, appear 
amenable to either compromise or agreement.

She couldn’t cook so

Borodovsky works at 
Pacific Mutual In¬ 
surance, reviewing medi¬ 
cal claims, sitting at a 
computer all day.

Old-movie buffs who 
remember the movie, 
“Holiday,” with Cary 
Grant and Katherine 
Hepburn will be pleased 
to see the original Broad¬ 
way play by Philip 
Barry in its current pro¬ 
duction at the Sierra 
Madre Playhouse. The 
difference in emphasis 
between plays and 
movies is always 
revealing. And those 
unfamiliar with the movie 
will be interested in a 
play written in 1928 
which anticipates the 
current dicotomy between 
sheer money-making and 
real living. Ironic 
overtones exist for 
the historian who is 
aware of 1929, when 
the exhuberant post- 
WWl money-making 
comes to an end. 

In the play, Julia 
Seton, daughter of a 
multi-millionaire, has 
fallen in love with a self- 
made man named Johnny. 
Her father objects until 


he realizes thai this 
young nobody has real 
business sense and un¬ 
limited energy. Julia’s 
sister, Linda, is glad for 
her, seeing Johnny as 
an escape for her from 
the stylized rich-girl 
life they have both been 
leading. As it turns out, 
Johnny’s attitude is 
that a modest for¬ 
tune is enough for the 
time being and that 
experiencing the world, 
finding out about your¬ 
self, and appreciating 
differences should be 
done while you are young 
enough to enjoy it. In¬ 
telligence and good 
sense can al¬ 
ways make more money 
if necessary. 

Julia is shaken up, 
Linda applauds. Father 
is horrified, and thereby 
hangs the tale. 

Denice Stradling tries 
hard tj oe as alluring 
as Julia but the casual 
assurance of the very 
rich is difficult for her

to achieve and she tends 
to mumble. Kimberly 
Cruchon makes a haunt¬ 
ing Linda as she struggles 
to escape her con¬ 
ventional cage. Steve 
Blanchard as the girls’ 
father looks and acts the 
successful business man 
with tunnel vision. Gary 
Page is attractive and 
convincing as the icono¬ 
clastic young man. 

The other characters 
are mainly in the play as 
illustrations. Shon 
LeBlanc and Lauren 
Chase look ele¬ 
gant and illustrate 
the tiresomeness of 
those who talk shop all 
the time. Anthony Liveri 


and Patty Lund are 
amusing, if a bit too 
cutesy, as they illus¬ 
trate the whacky 
charm of the non¬ 
conformist. And Mark 
Paladini does what 
he can with the role of 
the girls’ brother, a 
man so dominated that 
he does his best to stay 
drunk all the time. Gab¬ 
riel Cortez and Ingrid 
Koopman complete the 
cast. 

Considerable effort 
has been put into the 
staging by Mark Pala¬ 
dini and Chuck Hand, 
and Shon LeBlanc has 
provided some very 
attractive clothes 


for the ladies, al¬ 
though they run the 
gamit from 1918 to 
1940 in style. 

Director Chuck Hand 
has given us a glimpse 
of another, but not 
irrelevant, time. 

“Holiday” plays on 
Friday and Saturday 
evenings at 8 through 
Feb. 17, with matinees 
at 2:30 on Jan. 28 and 
Feb. 11.

The food at the Candle¬ 
light Pavilion, the gla¬ 
mour spot of the Gris¬ 
wold complex in Clare¬ 
mont, gets better and 
better. It would 
be nice to be as con¬ 
sistently enthusiastic 
about the productions at 
this elegant dinner-thea¬ 
ter.

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Coalition worries over ‘permissive’ hillside ordinance 


The Sierra Madre Hillside Coalition, concerned 
over the City Council’s consideration of adopting a 
permissive hillside ordinance, urged all interested 
citizens to attend the Jan. 23 council meeting when 
the proposal is set for possible public hearing. (As 
of press time, City Hall was still unsure whether 
the matter would actually go to public hearing.) 

The restrictive urgency ordinance (No. 1054), 
which was adopted Jan. 9 to fill the gap created 
when the hillside moratorium was found to have 
expired, contains the Planning Commission’s recom¬ 
mended zoning of one house per five, 10 and 20 
acres along the lower portions of the hillsides 
and is favored by the coalition. 

The proposed, far less restrictive ordinance 
(No. 1062) would, instead, allow R-1-15,000 — or 
almost three houses per acre — along a broad band 
across the base of the hillsides, with the more restric¬ 
tive zoning reserved for only the higher portions. 

R-1-15,000 is the current zoning on which the 
Planning Commission spent over a year in develop¬ 
ing changes aimed at more protection for the hillsides. 

“We feel Ordinance 1062 should not be adopted, 
providing another ‘window of opportunity’ for 
developers. Ordinance 1054 should remain in place 
at least until the recommended slope gradient restric¬ 


tion can be included to provide at least a measure 
of safety and environmental protection. Ordinance 
1062 does not include the slope gradient restriction,” 
said Verna Chilton, one of the coalition leaders. 

“We wonder why there seems to be such a rush 
when community safety could be at stake,” said 
Caroline Brown. 

She continued, “The needs of the property 
owner and the safety of the city can still be met 
by taking a little extra time to deal with the extreme 
geological areas with this lower tier.” 

“Ordinance 1054 was adopted as an urgency 
ordinance to protect the hillsides when it was dis¬ 
covered that the moratorium had expired and the old 
R-1-15,0(X) zoning was still in effect. The proposed 
Ordinance 1062, however, simply continues the old 
zoning for almost one-third of the hillside area. 

“The only new protection for this area would 
be a Conditional Use Permit requirement which 
leaves any added restrictions up to the whim of the 
Planning Commission and City Council,” Chilton said. 

“R-1-15,000 provides a potential of 15 times 
as many houses per acre as Ordinance 1054’s one 
house per five acres; 30 times as many houses as 
its one house per 10 acres, and 60 times as many 
as its one per 20 acres. The resulting increase in 


environmental impact, and particularly fire and flood 
hazard, is enormous. 

“This concerns us tremendously. For the sake 
of safety alone, we need the added protection of 
building restrictions for steeper slopes and the pro¬ 
tection of Ordinance 1054 should stay in place until 
that can be included, we believe. 

“The coalition hopes that every citizen con¬ 
cerned with hillside protection and preservation will 
make a point of attending the meeting and expressing 
their concern to the City Council.”

“J he Sanctity ol 
Human Life” will be the 
topic of Pastor Dick 
Anderson’s sermon on 
Sunday morning, Jan. 21,

the Sanctuary. Cicnesis 
22 will be his scriptural 
reference. 

“Pro-Choice” as it is 
espoused at this time in 
liisiory is nothing short 
ot a contradiction of 
everything a free so¬ 
ciety holds dear. It’s con¬ 
trary to every principle 
of fair play. If you think 
it means each human 
being should have a 
right to make choices 
with regard to his or her 
own body, you are dead 
wrong. It means a 
group of people want a 
“choice" hut only for 
themselves. Right away 
any just person should 
be suspicious. And if you 
are not one of the people 
from this select group, 
you arc not only wrong, 
if you live in the wrong 
“place,” you will soon 
be dead, and you have 
nothing to say about it. 

.At first glance, “pro- 
ehoiee’’ sounds very 
fair; like “live and 
let live.” But that is 
exactly what it is not. 
Toil see, “pro-choice" 
today means only one 
group of people has a 
right to choose, and 
they not only get the 
exclusive clu'ice; lh,ii 


choice also ineludcs the 
power to kill or let 
live. Whether or not an 
unborn human being is 
by court’s dcliiiiliou, a 
person is not the point. 
The real point is that 
a group of people want 
the exclusive right to kill 
these living human beings, 
that is the point. .And 
they d(v not want any¬ 
one, or anything to stand 
in their way.
